Some of the Work Done On Navajo-Hopi Long Range 
Program Reviewed by Area Director 

At the May Tribal Council meeting Mr. Allan G. 
Harper, Area Direrctor, reviewed the long-range pro¬ 
gram. This program is officially called the Navajo-Hopi 
Rehabilitation Plan. He said that more than $24.5 million 
had been used since 1951. How this money has been used 
may be found in a booklet "Planning in Action." This 
long range program was set up for a period of ten years. 
Congress approved the use of $88,570,000. The pro¬ 
gram operated for a little over two years. 

Long range legislation provides funds for schools, 
hospitals, water wells, irrigation projects, soil conser¬ 
vation, industrial enterprises, resettlement off the 
reservation, surveys of reservation resources, com¬ 
munications, roads, a revolving loan fund and housing. 

Mr. Harper said that the money for new schools and 
conversion is probably the most important. $25,000, 
000 was set up in the 10 year program for this. So far 
$10,442,800 has been appropriated. 

Mr. Harper reviewed the over all school situation. 
There are schools to take care of about one-half the 
Navajo children of school age. The 1952 census shows 
26,336 children. School enrolment for the same period 
was 13,767. In 1942 school enrolment was only 5,916. 

The following construction was mentioned as being 
part of the long range program: the Gallup Warehouse; 
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Hunter's Point Day School, the Gallup Community Center; 
the Thoreau School; the Cheechilgeeth School, (90/o 
complete); the Pine Springs School; the Kaibeto Schoo 
(to be completed in December 1953); the Shiprock 
School, (construction in progress); the power plant at 
Kearns Canyon; the Nazlini School conversion to begin 
soon; the 75 bed Tuba City Hospital, let out on bid, 
plans for Mariano Lake and Sanostee School being 
drawn; two Public Law 815 schools being started at 


Ganado and Fort Defiance. 

Plans for the continued use of Long Range funds for 
this fiscal year will be in the next issue of Adahoonilign.

ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR 
EXPLAINS WITHDRAWAL PROGRAM 
The objectives for the Indian Bureau of the Eisenhower 
administration were reviewed by Mr. Orme Lewis. Mr. 
Lewis is assistant Secretary of the Interior. He spoke at 
the Indian affairs seminar which was held during the 
Gallup ceremonial. Mr. Lewis said that the aim of the 
government "is for the Indians to have exactly the same 
status as all other American citizens; the same freedom 
to manage their own affairs; to make their own decisions; 
and to have the same rights and responsibilities." 

He pointed out that Federal administration of the af¬ 
fairs of the Indian tribes "should be terminated as rapid¬ 
ly as the circumstances of each tribe will permit." 

Mr. Lewis also said, withdrawal will "take a long long 
time for many tribes, while for others it will come in a 
short period of time with many degrees of variation be¬ 
tween." 

Rapid transfer of responsibility to states would not be 
possible because of; 1) inability of many states to meet 
the financial burden; 2) the tax exempt status of Indian 
land; 3) lack of facilities in remote Indian areas, etc. 

One campaign promise of President Eisenhower was 
reviewed. The President had said that the Indians them¬ 
selves would be consulted on action to be taken concern¬ 
ing Indians. 

Mr. Lewis had said that an economic survey would be 
made of each tribe. From this survey withdrawal plans 
would be worked out. The tribal leaders would be con- 
(Continued on Dcige 7) 
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ferred with and finally the members of the tribe. He said, 
"Every step calls for an act of Congress." 

It was pointed out that local and state agencies must 
adjust so they can give Indians certain services. These 
services would be the same as those given non-Indians. 
Among these services were listed; education, public 
health, law enforcement, welfare aid, agricultural, roads, 
etc. 

Mr. Lewis said that transfer to state and local levels 
in his judgment was desirable from every point of view. 
He said, "It will help to bring Indians more closely into 
the fabric of community life at the grass roots level. It 
will help break down the old reservation walls, not in the 
sense of ownership of land, but in that the person on one 
side is different from the person on the other." 

The problem of distributing tribal assets was discussed. 
Mr. Lewis said assets could be given to the tribe as a 
unit or divided among the members. Any decision would 
reflect the wishes of the majority of tribal members. 

Concerning continuing tribal organization after with¬ 
drawal Mr. Lewis said such should be considered to 
the fullest extent. If members of a particular tribe desired 
they should be allowed to continue their tribal relation¬ 
ship. Mr. Lewis made a statement about the Navajo 
tribe. He said that with the increased population of Nava¬ 
jo that new methods of making a living must be devised. 
He recommended that industries should continue to be 
developed to replace the old means of a livelihood, 
livestock. 

In conclusion Mr. Lewis said, "In short we wish to 
work with Indian tribes to be the end that we will get 
out of their hair without hurting them in any way."

RULES FOR VISITORS ON THE 
NAVAJO RESERVATION 

Mr. Allan Harper, Area Director has made public a 
set of rules for visitors or explorers on the reservation. 
These rules were made after two Boy Scouts from Iowa 
were lost. Many people looked for those scouts for sever¬ 
al days before they were found. 

These are the rules. 

1. Parties must register with nearest district super¬ 
visor or Bureau of Indian Affairs field representative. 

2. Navajo guides must be employed and their names 
registered. 

3. Date and hour of departure and estimated return 
hour and date must be given. 

4. Duplicate copies of registration must be filed with 
area director. 

5. It is unlawful to take, excavate, injure, or destroy 
any historic or pre-historic ruin or any object of antiquity 
with permit. Penalty is $500 or 90 days.

THE PRESIDENT SIGNS CRIMINAL AND CIVIL 
JURISDICTION BILL 

President Eisenhower signed a bill on legal jurisdiction 
of criminal and civil actions. This was for the state of 
California, Minnesota, Nebraska, Oregon and Wisconsin. 
The bill gives these states the right over criminal and civil 
offenses committed on Indian reservations. In addition 
this bill allows other states to take over this responsi¬ 
bility by amending their state constitution. Indians dis¬ 
agreed on the wisdom of this last part. The President had 
been asked by some Indian leader to veto this bill. How¬ 
ever, the President signed the bill. He said that he had 
"grave doubts" about some provisions but that he felt 
that it was " another step in granting complete political 
equality to all Indians in our nation."

THE FEDERAL LIQUOR LAW REPEALED 

The President signed a bill which removed federal re¬ 
striction against sale of liquor to Indians. However, many 
states have laws against this. In these states such laws 
will also have to be repealed before Indians can buy liq¬ 
uor. This is one of the discriminatory laws against the 
Indians which congress has seen fit to repeal. 

Since congress has passed this law the state of New 
Mexico held a special election. At this election sale of 
liquor to Indians was approved. 

In Arizona sale of liquor to Indians has been studied. 
It appears that the state constitution will have to be 
amended, before sale can become legal.

Pvt. Walker told of much suffering during his im¬ 
prisonment. At one time he was forced into a bunker 
with 33 other men. They were kept in the bunker 52 
days. One fellow prisoner died of starvation and one 
from a broken leg. The leg had received no medical 
treatment.

One hundred fifty-five Navajo high school gradu¬ 
ates are lined up for advanced training. This is for the 
school year 1953-54. The above figure includes old 
students who are returning and new students. These 
students will attend regular colleges, business colleges, 
nursing schools and advanced vocational schools. 

The Navajo Higher Education Scholarship Fund Com¬ 
mittee administers money appropriated by the Tribal 
Council for Navajo higher education. This committee 
met recently. It approved $1,000 a year for twenty of 
the 155 students. Most of these will also receive some 
government aid. The needs of other Navajo students will 
be met by government aid. This aid is approved by the 
Loan Committee of the Navajo Tribal Council and the 
government. Loans are available to selected high school 
graduates only. 

113 Navajos graduated from regular high schools 
during the 1952-53 school year.

A SHORT HISTORY OF THE NAVAJO PEOPLE 

EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the eleventh of a series on 
"Short History Of The Navajo People" by John C. Mc- 
Phee and Richard Van Valkenburgh. This was originally 
written in 1938. 

The Navajos had become ration-conscious and even 
today we find aged Navajos who consider it the vested 
duty of "Washington" to ration them regularly. Sub¬ 
sidies began earlier than this. Fort Sumner was the 
Navajos' first introduction to rationing. The attitude of 
the Navajo oldster is refleced in what "Red Woman" 
once said to her great-grandchildren: 

"We did have sheep before Fort Sumner. But, 
we not only had to worry about their care, but 
had to watch all the time for fear that the Utes 
or Mexicans, as well as the herders, would steal 
them. Drouth would kill our crops. In those days 
we did not have any Washington to depend upon, 
or for that matter anyone else. We had to just go 
out and rustle what we could find. 

"I can remember when I was a small girl. All the 
water holes were dry. The Utes and Mexicans 
were in the country. We had to hide all the time 
....just keep moving around. .. .eating roots, 
plants, and the bark of trees. Well! even after 
that, and being taken to Fort Sumner,, I am still 
alive. I ask for nothing... .only my eyes and 
strength. I wouldn't starve now, as would these 
young people. They depend on Washington and 
the traders. 

The rations at Fort Defiance in 1869, when avail¬ 
able, consisted of wheat, corn, beef, sometimes sugar, 
salt, and tobacco. The agent and the troops often resorted 
to Indian rations. 

Many of the Navajos had left Fort Defiance and were 
(Continued on page 17) 
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wandering from the Continental Divide to the San 
Francisco Mountains in search of food, and trying to 
find their old camps and re-establish themselves. The 
country was in drouth. A grasshopper plague added to 
the desolation. Large game was scarce. Only a small 
amount of domesticated stock remained. And that was 
in the north in remote regions being closely guarded by 
the bands who escaped Kit Carson's scavengers. Bands 
of Utes, Western Apaches, and Chiricahua Apaches 
were still roving the Navajo country like wolves, and 
travel in small groups was unsafe. 

Headmen came to Fort Defiance, drove off the 
beef on the hoof, and carried their rations and those of 
their people on borrowed army wagons. Small escorts 
of troops went with them. 

Seed corn and other seeds were issued in the spring 
of 1869. A late frost and a drouthy summer destroyed 
the plants. Few were matured and harvested in the 
deeper and substratae watered canyons. All families had 
planted with the encouragement of the agent. This 
encouragement was free seeds and agricultural im¬ 
plements. Great discouragement was felt by the agent 
and the Navajos, and only the arrival of the long prom¬ 
ised sheep and goats in November of 1869 brought 
encouragement. 

Captain Frank Tracy Bennett whom the Navajos still 
called Chaatsohi (English: Big Stomach) received the 
first delivery of 14,000 sheep and 1,000 goats as 
stipulated in the Treaty of 1868. Actually, 30,000 
sheep and 4,000 goats were delivered to the Navajos 
before the issue was completed. 

These sheep and goats were the stock of New 
Mexico and of the southwest. They were purchased 
from the rancho of the Luceros' at La Cueva, New 
Mexico. (La Cueva was between Mora and Fort Union 
in Mora County, New Mexico). 

It took five days to complete the first issue. The sheep 
had been driven in "partidos, or large bands of 1500 
head. The bands spread over the country southward 
toward Black Rock. The anxious and jubilant Navajos 
lined up at the adobe corral. As each entered, he was 
given two sheep. Later, one more sheep was issued to 
each Navajo, making a total of three. In reporting the 
delivery to Major William Clinton, Superintendent of 
Indian Affairs for New Mexico, Captain Bennett wrote: 

"I have never seen anxiety and gratitude displayed 
than was shown by these people during this issue. 

I think they realize the magnitude of the gift, 
and are reaping the full benefit thereof, as they 
are not killing any, but have large additions to 
their flocks in all parts of the reservation." 

The Navajos tell how they nursed their sheep with 
the care they would have given their own children. 
They tell how Captain Bennett stood above them on the 
adobe wall and said: > 

"Now Washington has given you a new start. You 
shall care for these sheep and goats. If you do, 
they will increase rapidly and provide food and 
clothing for you. But, if you do not, they will 
starve and die. Then, you will again be destitute 
and just as bad off as you were before." 

Anson Chandler Damon, a native of Maine, who had 
tome Into the Southwest with the California Volunteer* 


in 1861, came to Fort Defiance in 1868. He took over 
the first store which had been opened by a man called 
Long Whiskers by the Navajos and Neale by the A- 
mericans. This first trading store was located in a low 
adobe at the south side of the parade ground and on 
the site of the present residence of the principal of the 
Fort Defiance School. 

Jesus Arviso, called Soos by the Navajos, was the 
interpreter in those days. Arviso, the progenitor of the 
numerous Arviso family of the Jesus Lake region was 
a Mexican from Cubero who had been a slave to the 
Navajos. This man, who had come with the Navajos 
from Fort Sumner, spoke Spanish Navajo and some 
English. He died at Cubero, New Mexico, in 1932. 

Henry Chee Dodge, then nine years old had been 
adopted by an agency employee Perry H. Williams and 
lived with him and his Navajo wife at Natural Bridge 
Canyon, four miles south of the fort. Some of Chee's 
English was learned at Fort Sumner, but most of it was 
taught him by Williams. 

A small mission was established in a ramshackle adobe 
by John Menaul. The Navajos described this man as a 
small man about four and one-half feet in height. After 
a short stay at Fort Defiance he married Miss Charity 
Gaston the first school teacher at Fort Defiance. Miss 
Gaston was tall, and startling contrast with her small 
husband gave the Navajos a great deal of glee. 

This couple later moved to Albuquerque and founded 
the Menaul school and mission. 

Billy Dodd, a brother of Major Dodd, opened the first 
trading post at Kearns Canyon. "Old Man" William 
Leonard, worked at Damon's trading store at Fort De¬ 
fiance. Stover and Coddington operated a store at the 
military post at Fort Wingate at Bear Springs.
